A District Court of Appeals in 
San Francisco yesterday opened

to occupy a church here, because 
they failed to’ provide proper off- 
street parking. 

The court was told by Hayden 
Covington, New York City attor- 
ney representing the sect, that the 
city’s requirement of one offstreet 
parking space for each 10 auditori- 


um seats was ‘an unreasonable 
demand” in modern, crowded 
cities. 


The city’s ruling against the 
church, he said, was “an unreason- 


| able abridgement of the Constitu- 


tional rights of religious freedom.” 

Menlo Park City attorney 
James T. O’Keefe, whose first 
court appearance in defense of 
the city council decision to deny 
a use permit to the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses congregation resulted 
in a confirmation of it by, Su- 
perior Court Judge Aylett R. 
Cotton, told the court of appeals: 

“Freedom of religion isnot the 
issue. It never has been. We are 
attempting to confirm the city’s 
right to exercise its police powers 
in the regulation of traffic.” 

The Jehovah’s Witnesses organi- 
zation, in 1956, sought to construct 
a church at Bay road and Madera 
avenue. 


City councilmen said they need- 


}ed 10 offstreet parking spaces for 


the installation planned; the Wit- 
nesses then brought in a plot plan 
showing the proper number of 
spaces. 


But councilmen said the spaces 
were unusable, because not enough 
access or turning area had been 


| provided. 


At the time of the council’s de- 
nial, members of the sect promised 
to pursue their appeals through all 
legal channels. The case was sub- 
sequently tried on the state level. 

The city attorney’s argument has 
always been the same; so has that 
of attorneys for the religious sect.

Much to Be Done: 


School Trustee Compares Systems 


In Russia, US; Defends Ours 


“In the long-range competition | 


we face today I hope to show that 
we Americans can no longer afford 
to waste the precious resource of 
the gifted student.” 

So declared William J. Platt, de- 
puty director of economics re- 
search at Stanford Research Insti- 
tute, at a recent workshop on “Ed- 
ucation of Gifted Children” at San 
Jose State College. 

Platt, who resides at 151 Laurel 
avenue in Atherton, is also presi- 
dent of the Menlo Park Elemen- 
tary School District board of trus- 
tees. 

His remarks were contained in 
a paper, “Post Sputnik Competi- 
tion,” published by SRI. 

First comparing the rates of 
growth of American and Soviet 
technology, Platt’s paper points 
opt, “All educational institutions 
can be considered to be the re- 

productive system of a society. 
And in the repreductive system 
the gestation time is long—on 
the order of 15 to 20 years. Thus 
the effects of changes in policy 
don’t show up for a long time.” 

Platt explains that by this, he 
means that the world leaders of 10 
and 20 years hence are already in 
the schools in both the United 
States and Russia. 

“But before comparing Russian 
and United States competition in 
education it might be well to state 
some of the objectives of educa- 
tion under the two systems. 

“In Russia the function of ed- 
ucation is to serve the needs of 
the state. In the United States 
the objective is individual devel- 
opment with freedom and oppor-

economic power. In our case, we 
seek individual and social progress 
through the activities of many de- 
centralized local and state agen- 
cies which determine curricula 
and_ policies. 

“A reason education is so im- 
portant in our posture is that peo- 
ple are really the ultimate re 
source in any contest. Despite our 
population growth, our country 
will continue to have less than 10 
per cent of the world’s population 
{n our eyes at least each human 
is an extremely precious resource 
and this fact is completely consist- 
ent with the premium we have al 
ways placed on human dignity and 
energy. 

“Education is the means by 
which we train this human _ re- 
source, and we cannot afford to 
waste individual talent. 


“When we fail to challenge 
and stimulate a gifted student 
we are wasting talent. Yet our 
lack of premium on intellectual 
achievement and the strong em- 
phasis on the average student 
has encouraged the wasting of 
this precious talent. In too many 
cases we have skipped the tough 
subjects in favor of ‘together- 
ness’ courses,” Platt continues. 


“Tn this country about half of 
the best students in high school 
never go to college. Our schools 
are just beginning to feel the im- 
pact of the war and postwar popu- 
lation bulge; today’s elementary 
schoo! enrollment of 30 million 
will jump to 34 million in 1960, 
and this same bulge will strike 
our high schools and colleges a 
few years later. 

“The number of teachers need 
ed in the United States during the 
next decade is fully half of the 
expected total output of four- 
year college graduates in the coun- 
try.Yet you and [| know that far 
less than half of our college grad- 
uaes are electing the teaching pro- 
fession, because it is not competi- 
tive in salary or prestige with so 
many other occupations,” the ec- 
onomist declares. 


“The Soviets on the other hand 
have devoted special emphasis to 


and seeing to it that the supply 
more than keeps pace with the 
growth in number of students. 
“Ten years ago in Soviet 
schools the average number of 
students per teacher was around 
35. Today that figure is 17, while 
the United States national aver 
age is 27. With our increased en- 
rellments, the United States fig- 


ture, even though small classes 
tend to give higher quality of 
education.

Contest Last Week, 42-21 


It will he pretty hard to find a 
team rated more of an underdog 
than Coach Bo Molenda’s Menlo 
College Oaks will be when they 
take the field against Hartnell’s 
Panthers Saturday at 10:30 a.m. 

The visiting Panthers will be 
shooting for their sixth in_a row 
this season, while the Oaks will be 
trying to get back on the win trail 
before their Homecoming crown. 

Menlo was pushed around and 
around last week when they 
dropped a 42-21 decision to San 
Jose City College. In the mean- 
time, Hartnell overwhelmed Val- 
lejo 41.6. 

The Panthers will be without 
ex-Menlo-Atherton halfback Hal 
Turner, who broke his shoulder 
several weeks ago. But their of-

ner, evidently. 

The Panthers have vaulted to 
the top of the junior college rat- 
ings in Northern California and 
are aiming for a Junior Rose Bowl 
bid. 

Sacramento is the only other 
unbeaten junior college in the 
north.

Averaging 37.60 points per 
game, the Panthers have allowed 
the opnosition only 7.40. 

All of which adds up to awe 
some statistics and a long morn 
ing for Menlo College. 

A side item of interest in the

With a little less than four min- 
utes remaining in the game, Cha- 
pin Henry picked up a blocked Ja- 
guar punt and raced 38 touchdown 
yards. 

Tackle Harlan Crossman was re- 
sponsible for the punt block. 

With only seconds remaining, 

Don McPhail hit end John Cole- 
man with a looping 53-yard pass 
near the end zone, with Coleman 
running the last six yards for the 
final TD of the day. 
The loss was Menlo’s third ot 
the year against two victories, and 
their Coast Conference record is 
now 0-2.
